1965 but these were all mild and no serious 
complications Were reported, No cases of Tuberculosis 
were reported during the year.

The general death rate is again a little higher 
than the rate for the County and for the country as a 
whole. Heart disease accounted for 23 of the total 76 
deaths, Four of the 22 deaths from malignant disease 
were due to cancer of the lung ~ two men and two women - 
all of whom are known to have been fairly heavy smokers 
of cigarettes, 


Approximately 26.3% of the total number of 
deaths occurred in persons aged between 7O and 80 years 
and approximately 34% in persons over 80 years.

Local Health Services 


Both vaccination against Smallpox and 
immunisation against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and 
Tetanus arc carried out at The Clinic and by the 
General Practitioners, who are paid by the County 
Council for records received each quarter by your 
Medical Officer. During 1965 the following records

Ambulance Service 


The County Council is responsible for the 
running of the Ambulance Service and there are now nine 
ambulances based at various points in the County, Cars 
are hired occasionally, for sitting cases, as the need 
arises. 


The garage arrangement with Jeremy's Garages 
for the two Tenby ambulances was terminated by agreement 
on May 3lst and since Junc list, with the permission of 
tee Parecetor of Education, the servise has been based at 
the old Greenhill Grammar School. Three drivers were 
appointed and commenced duties on this date. Unere is 
now only one Red Cross Voluntary attendant assisting 
the Ambulances at Tenby, Miss Pudsey Dawson having 
retired on May 3lst after 25 years devoted service with 
Tenby ambulances, 


During the year, Tenby Ambulance No, 1 dealt 
with 2,687 patients, making 552 journeys in all. SS On 
these paticnts were stretcher cases and 2,36): sitting cases. 
The total number of miles travelled by this vehicle was 
25,963 - an average of 9,56 miles per case, 
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Ambulance Service (cont. ) 


Ambulance No, 2 made a total of 323 journeys 
dealing with 1,225 patients. 187 of these were 
stretcher cases and 1,038 sitting cases. The number 
of miles travelled by this Ambulance was 12,756, 
averaging 10.41 miles per case,

be available carly in 1966. The remaining house is noW 
vacant and the whole scheme should be completed by the 
summer of 1966, 


New Houses 


23 one-bedroomed bungalows and 4 two-bedroomed 
flats were completed at the Council's Housing Estate at 
Heywood Court, Some of the ground floor flats on this 
Estate have been the subject of condensation problems 
and the Council have resolved to look more closely into 
questions of heating and ventilation in future local 
authority development.

44 families were re-housed by the Corporation 
during the year and 25 names were added to the register 
during the period, 


At the end of 1965 the number of applicants 
on the Council's housing list was 60, A further 60 
require Old People's bungalows. 


The Council experienced a little difficulty 
in letting the last 6 of the 23 one-bedroomed bungalows 
in Heywood Gourt. This was brought about by the 
Tertusal of the old people on the Housing Register to 
move ‘out of town', In the light of this experience 
and the fact that building land in the town centre is 
Virtually non-existent, it would appear that the re- 
housing of most of the old people would depend mainly 
on the availability of bungalows at Augustus Place, 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 

No changes took place in the refuse collection 
service during the year and the schedule of 5 collections 
per week in the town and twice weekly collections on the 
estates was maintained. The Kiln Park Caravan Site has 
268 OW private daily collection with facilities for 
disposal at the Corporation's refuse tip. A daily 
collection of refuse from the beaches is operated by the 
Surveyor's Department. 


It Was necessary, during the year, to draw the 
attention of the Managers of four food preparing premises 
to the very unsatisfactory methods adopted for the 
disposal of wet refuse and swill, since our vchicles 
are unsuitable for this purpose, 


The disposal of refuse by controlled tipping 
continucdwat Clickctt’s Lanc and ncarly six acres have 
now been re~-claimed, The best use is made of available 
covering materials and regular spraying of insecticides 
is carried out during the season,
